LOSS IN LOGS. 


A Million Dollars of Damage by the Late 
High Water in Chippewa Valley. 


CHICAGO, June 14.—A special from Eau 
Claire, Wis., says sixty million feet of logs 
bave gone down the broken portion of the 
dam, besides many houses, barns, etc. The 
river rose twenty-one teet, reaching the high- 
est pointever known. It began to subside at 
8 p. m. yesterday. There are 150,000,000 
feet at the big eddy at the Dells dam, which 
seems likely to break atany moment. The 
loss in the Chippewa Valley will probably 
reach balf a million dollars, and if the im 
mense jam moves and allows the entire 250,- 
000,000 feet of logs to pass out it may amount 


to a million dollars. Many houses in the lower 
parts of the city are flooded, and there is tue 
greatest excitement among the inhabitants.

The route tothe Grand Metropolitan Con- 
cert Hall, Forty-firstand Broadway, is illu- 
minated by an electric light which the pro- 
prietors of the Rossmore Hotel, inthe most | 
neighborly manner, have placed on the roof 
of their establishment, the Rossmore being 
one square above the. great Grand beer con- 
cert- room. The light is one of Sawyer’s, as 
I understand, the foe of Edison, and one of 
those unreasonable beings who won’t believe 
in impossibilities. Mr. Edison is uet so often 
found in the columns of the newspaper at pre- 
sent as he was a short time ago. He has been 
try ing to beat that old saying, Lou can't 
eat your cake and have it too,” by undertak- 
ing to prove that combustion does not neces- 
sarily demand consumption. So far, the eter- 
nal laws of nature have been several times 
too many for him. 

The great concert hall has a ticket office on 
either side of the entrance, one ollice not be- 
ing enough to take in all the money tnat is 
nightly offered. No ticket-taker or doorkeep- 
er, as they used to be called, can make the 
value of a friction match over and above his 
salary at this place. The party entering drops 
his ticket into a two-story glass-box like 
those atthe stations of the elevated roads. 
The box is in reality the ticket-taker, the 
doorkeeper being simply a watchful detective 
to see that no one drops in a check from Ha- 
verly's Theater instead of the real ticket. 
There were betweentwo and three thousand 
people attending the services last night at 
this place who drank their beer in devotional 
resignation. 

The hall has the appearance of a church, 
minus the pews and organ. It is done up in 
jwitation oak, and the devices and ornaments 
look as if they might be secret ciphers em- 
blematical of some new religlon— possibly 
Bob's own. The center ofthe nave is filled 
with wooden sofas, the sides with chairs and 
little tables. Tre side galleries, first floor, 
are principally filled with square pens called 
bcxes—those holding four people are sold at 
$1. They were all full last night, as well as 
some ofthe occupants. The second side gal- 
leries are filled with clusters of chairs cen- 
tered by the regulation beer table. The end 
galleries at the east are simply promenades— 
broad ones—which connect with narrower 
ones that run aroundtne building. Outside 
of the building. tear the roof, is a broad 
promenade, all of which, with the exception 
Of a narrow central aisle, is devoted also to 
tables and chairs. The visitor who makes a 
tour of the building passes through endless 
groups of men and women seated at tables; 
tbe men smokirg, the women with straws in 
their mouths. 

As at Koster & Bial’s the audience is mostly 
of foreign extraction. The genuine American 
takes it in for the noveity of the thiag, but he 
don’t seem at home, naturally, like the Ger- 
man; he is obliged to make himself at home., 
Of the women Visitors, most of the respect- 
able portion are of the foreign persuasion, 
people in whose ears still linger the waltz 
Strains of Strauss at Vienna. The American 
woman considered as an habitue, and nota 
curious looker-on, is she of the bleached 
hair, who certainly has a bundie of cigarettes 
in her pocket. and Whose stowage capacity for 
wine is one of those things that defy mensura- 
tion. The hanging gardens of Babylon, rep- 
resented by the aerial exterior promenade, 
aud the open roof, which can be readily ciosed 
against a shower, give te the new concert- 
room the charm of novelty, which is in itself 
the first of attractions to the city gad- 
fly. It being a great public bar-room 
wives it also that flavor of forbidden fruit 
which is not objected to by some women. It 
is a piece of Vienna transported to New York, 
or, I should say, anotner piece of it. The 
present census will no doubt excite astonisn— 
ment at the enormous German population of 
this city, as one punch of the foreign element, 
an element so large that, were it driven out, 
tbe native-born American of English blood 
might get up running races from the Battery 
to Union Square and not have spectators 
enough to givethe sport the slightest flavor.

The lager-beer 
waiter is a study in himself. Hecarries a 
foaming mug on every ünger as ey as his 
coubtrs men wear a champton gold belt oa the 
foretinger.

He demands cash down, and in this way the 
waiter is saved from temptation. he veter- 
ans of this corps, the old guard, are delight- 
ful to the eye.

The monkey 
sprang to Giovanni’s shoulder and was hiding 
the coin, when McAvoy made haste to recover 
it. 

Tessaro said that he had arrested Giovanni 
the previous afternoon on the complaint of 
Miss S. C. Patterson, of 48 East Twentieth 
street, who accused him of cruelty to the mon- 
key. The monkey had been slow to pick up two 
pennies thrown on the sidewalk, and Giovan- 
ni cuffed it sharply on the face and stomach. 
The piteous cries of the little creature awak- 
ened the sympathies of Miss Patterson, who 
was passing by. She reproved Giovanni for 
his harshness. Giovanni replied: ‘*‘Mongkee 
no picka uppa centa. Me licka him. No hurta 
mucha.“ 

Miss Patterson thought differently, and, 
calling Tessaro, she insisted on his arresting 
Giovanni. 

Justice Kilbreth called Miss Patterson's 
name, and, as she did not respond, asked Gio- 
vanni what he hadtosay. Giovanni repeated 
thatthe punishment was slight. Nana ap- 
peared fond of her master, and the Justice 
discharged them both. 

An hour afterward a note was handed to 
Justice Kilbreth. It was from Miss Patter- 
son, and said that unless her case was called 
she would have to leave court at once. 

She was called inside the bar. She was a 
fine-looking, stout English lady, and was 
handsomely dressed in black silk and g broad- 
brimmed straw hat. She was told she had 
come too late, as the prisoner was already dis- 
charged. Shesaid: ‘**I came about the mon- 
key. I aum very sorry I am too late. I did 

not want the man really to suffer. I would 
have paid his fine myself. I wanted the mon- 
key taken away from him, for he treated it 
mostinbumanly. He starves it, I am sure, 
for the poor creature was dying with thirst. 
It drank a whole cup of water at the station 


house. I know the man beats and abuses his 
wife and children!“

Hon. Horatio Seymour’s seventieth birth- 
day anniversary, Monday, was observed by

ef friends at his country home in Deerfield. 
Governor Seymour never appeared better 
than now. He seems to have grown younger 


every day since he withdrew from politics. 


It is a rare pleasure to meet him in his daily 
visits to the city and listen to bis conversation 
upon all conceivable subjects which can add 
to the comfort and happiness of humanity, 
excite new interest and pride in their homes 
and for their country, and give all good rea- 
sons for being glad that they axe alive to enjoy 
all the good things that they deserve. Writ- 
ing of bis birthday and career, a correspond 
ent of the Philadelphia Times says: 
Horatio Seymour was born in Pompey, On- 
ondaga county, May 31, 1810. Six feet in 
hight, erect and vigorous, almost seventy 
vears of age, but in appearance not more 
than sixty, his brown hair and scant side 
whiskers slightly tinged with gray, bis keen 
hazel eyes as full of tire as in his youth, his 
face the kindliest and most distinguished that 
meets the passer-by, dressed in black broad- 
cloth, with the coat buttoned tightiv over his 
chest, and wearing a silk hat in all weathers— 
such is Horatio Seymour as he may be seen 
upon the streets of Utica any day. Dignified 
yet always accessible, a good listener as well 
as talker, his is the rare instance of a public 
man who holds the unbroken respect and ad- 
miration of the people with whom he has 
made his bome for nearly two generations. 
Though he has never heid Federal office and 
bas never been a member of the national legis- 
lature, there is no Democrat whois better 
known throughout the United States and none 
who is more universally honored by the 
masses. For his party, which he 
loves with a devotion he confesses to be ‘al- 
most sentimental,’ he has always stood ready 
to make any sacrifice. While he has breath, 
Horatio Seymour is not likely to refuse its 
call if he believes its existence or its honor to 
be at stake. 

„His record shows that he has declined more 
offices than have been offered to most men, 
and yet his modest estimate of his own abili- 
ties is unchanged. ‘lam an old man,’ he 
said recently, in reply to some remarks about 
his possible candidacy at Cincinnati, ‘and I 
ought to be left to die in peace. There is 
nothing in life worth fighting for after 1 man 
has reuched three score and ten. Passion and 
prejudice have all died out, and there remains 
only an old man's enjoyments of his memo- 
ries. You younger men ought to leave me to 
my retrospection and let me grow old as 
gracefully and unobtrusively as possible.’ 

“On a spurof the Deerfield hills, three miles 
from Utica and overlooking that city, is the 
uppretending home of Gov. Seymour. Its 
roof is shadowed by hemlocks that have stood 
there for centuries, and which, as their owner 
says, ‘would talk Indian if they could speak 
any language.’ In front stretch the broad 
acres that Mrs. Seymour inherited from her 
ancestors inthe days of Colontal Governor 
Cosby. Fortwenty miles the valley of the 
Mohawk, green and lovely, and fringed by 
the purple Dunderbergs, hes before the visitor 
as he stands on the lawn, and he finds himself 
carried away by the enthusiasms with which 
the Governor speaks of it as ‘the grandest 
highway of the nations which the world has 
ever secn—the pathway of millions toward 
the setiing sun.’ Within the house breathes 
an atmosphere of old historic times. There is 
the clock that ticked away the hours in Gen. 
Schuyler’s house when Burgoyne was there 
as a@risoner of war; the chair that Bishop 
White used in the Continental Congress; Gov. 
Ciinton’s dress sword; the commission of 
Gov. Seymour’s grandfather, Jonatban For- 
man, as Major in the Continental army, bear- 
ing the bold signature of John Hancock: 
parchments that bearthe sign-manual and 
seal of Peter Stuyves:nt and other old Dutch 
worthies, and scores of historical articles of 
révolutionary and later days. And quietiv 
courteous the Governor does the honors of his 
pleasant home, perfectly unconscious that he 
is himself the most remarkable sight among 
all these remincers of the great and good of 
other days. 

In this delightful retreat Horatio Seymour 
enjoys we retrospect of a Well-spent and hon- 
ored life. Every day sees him at work in his 
office at Utica or in his library at home. He 
ispeveridie. Brain and pen are busy at all 
times.” Within a few years past he has writ- 
ten and published treatises on the tramp 
question, dairy farms,§$emuigration, State 
prisons, the use of short words, agriculture, 
State topegraphy and the Oriskany and Cher- 
ry valley centennial celebrations.

Curiosities of Smuggling. 
From the New York Tribune. | 


A young woman of seveiteen, whose trunks 
had been examined and were found apparent- 
ly all right, had a pillow covered with ticking 
andtufted at the ends. It was a very inno- 
cent looking article, and when it was opened 
against her protestations it was found to con- 
tain about forty yards of dress silk. Another 
instance was that of a young woman who had 
a piece wf fine cloth with the edge ingeniously 
bound in such a way as to give It the appear- 
ance ofa bedspread or blanket. A fashiona- 
ble dressmaker uptown for a considerable 
time managed to elude the vigilance of the 
customs officers by bringing in a part of her 
importations of the various articles that go to 
make up woman’s wardrobe by scattering 
them among thetrunks of her friends, by 
which they were alleged to be private proper- 
ty, and as such duty free. She came to grief 
finally, and among the articles seized was the 
wedding trousseau of a fashionable belle. A 
favorite dodge is to mix up new and old arti- 
cles of wearing apparel; this is very apt to 
succeed, unless the number is sufliciently 
large to arouse suspicion. 

Afashionable tailor, who imports large 
quantities of goods each year, had his invoice 
made out correctly, but he had an arrange- 
ment by which the goods, instead of being 
sent to the Custom- House for appraisal, were 
sent directly to his store. This was finally 
discovered, the goods were seized,and the 
offender was mulcted in a considerable 
amount. 

For many years the smuggling of cigars 
into this portby the crews of the Havana

tion the fastening was cut and the package 
allowed to drop downto the bottom of the 
bilge. These smuggled cigars are done up in 
packages of 1,000 or more, covered with oil 
skin. Often these packages are dropped 
overbaard in the lower bay or at 
quarantine and are picked up by confeder- 
ates in small boats, brought up to the eity and 
disposed of. In other cases they are kept on 
shipboard, concealed in places where no one 
would be apt to look for them, and carried 
ashore in small quantities as opportunity 
afforded. Ex ence has taught the Custom 
Ivspectors to look for contraband articles of 
this kind, and not a week passesthat seizures 
of smuggled cigars are not made. A short 
time ago 15,000 cigars were found on one of 
bread-tubs of a Havana steamer, where they 
had been placed by the cook and covered with 
dough. ey have been found under the 
boilers, hidden away under masses of coal in 
the coal-bunkers, and covered with a bulky 
cargo. A small shed or wooden bin was found 
in a coal- bunker not long ago, and in this 
were 10, 000 cigars, packed in a small compass. 
‘If too closely watched by the inspectors, the 
crew Will take back the cigarsand take their 
| chances of smuggling them ashore on a sub- 
sequent voyage. Bay oil, which pays a duty 
of fifty cents per ounce, is also a favorite ar- 
ticle forsmuggling. The duty is almost pro- 
hibitory, and if even a small amount can be 
brought in undetected, it pays handsomely. 
It is put up in twenty-two-ounce bottles, and 
these can be handily stowed away and taken 
ashore one ata time. 


Liberty for Ireland.

The present month is likely to witness the 
initiation of an important movement on the 
part of a large body of Irish-Americans look- 
ing to the ultimate liberation of Erin's Isle?“ 
from English control, In February last, ata 
meeting of prominent Irishmen held in this 
city, it was resolved to form a revolutionary 
committee, for the r of taking steps in 
the direction named. This committee issued 
a call for a National Convention, and, by a 
majority of several hundred votes, Philadel- 
phia was designated as the location for the 
gathering. 

The arrangements for the Convention, 
which is to open on June 28, are progressing 
rapidly. Sub-committees on routine, pro- 
gramme, reception of delegates and other de- 
tails are holding daily meetings. The scene 
wiil be the National Guards’ Hall, on Race 
street, below Sixth. Several hundred dele- 
gates, representing every State inthe Union, 
and many of them helding positions of honor 
and protit under the Republic, have intimated 
their intention to be present,while communica- 
tions supporting the movement and pledging 
every possible n to the decisions of the 
Convention have been received from at least 
2,000 Irishmen, resident in America, who, 
from one cause or another, will be unable to 
put in appearance in person. The Convention 
will sit until the evening of July 3, and, be- 
fore adjourning, willissuea Fourth of July 
manifesto, explaining the grievances of Ire- 
land and the proposed remedy to the people of 
America.

I had occasion to speak in my letters from 
Indian Territory of Capt. French, who is the 
governor of the Cherokee prison, and High 
Sheriff of the Cherokee Nation.

A Continental Railway Tragedy.

A railway tragedy very similar to that which 
occurred near Miramas took place lately near 
Antwerp.

RIDING AT WEST POINT, 


The Feats Performed by Some of the 
Daring Cadets. 
From the New York Tribune. | 

So far as the visitors are concerned the ex- 
hibition drills are naturally of far more inter- 
est thanthe examination of the ‘‘poor fel- 
lows,“ who are being dragged one by one be- 
fore the professors and the Board of Examin- 
ers, in order that a test may be made of the 
thoroughness of the last year’s instruction. 

One of the most exciting of these drills 
took place this morning atthe riding acade- 
my, and was watched with great interest by 


the board of visitors, young ladies and officers. - 


The riding hall is a large bran-like structure, 
with two little galleries from which the rid - 
ing ean be seen. The ground is covered with 
sawdust, and the scene as thirty-one of the 
first class men went galloping about under the 
command cf Capt. Godfrey was a “perfect 
circus.”? After mounting their horses the 
cadets rode aroundin single file and prac- 
ticed a great variety of saber thrusts and 
strokes atimaginary foes. The riding was 
good, and the slashing was vigorous and skill- 
ful. Then two frames from which iron rings 
were suspended were placed on opposite sides 
of the hall, and near the corners, upon some 
racks of a suitable height, were placed some 
leather heads which the riders hacked most 
viciously as they went galloping around. On 
the ground were a couple more balls. Then 
the cadets went dashing around by twos and 
threes in opposite directions, trying to pierce 
the rings with their sabers, then to draw their 
pistols and blow off the unoffending wooden 
man’s head, and finally to give the poor 
ball on the ground a slashing thrust. The 
sport was most exciting, and as the heavy 
horse pistols were fired off in rapid succession 
the dear creatures“ in the galleries stopped 
up their ears and trembled in afright. Some 
of the riders were very quick, and would 
succeed in going through all the maneuvers 
in rapid suceession. » The same exercises 
were then repeated after two well padded 
hurdles had been put up. Some ofthe balky 
horses caused considerable amusement. 
SKILLFUL HORSEMANSHIP. 

After the saddle had been taken off the 
horses the second part of the programme was 
begun. At first one-halfof the men waiked 
by the side of the other half, who were 
mcunted. Suddenly the horses brokeinto a 
galiop, and the order to mount was 
given. Immediately each horse had 
two riders. This practice of leaping on 
and off.a bareback horse was continued for 
some time, to the delight of the audience. 
Then the hurdles were brought in again, and 
the excitement increased. Each cadet had his 
horse, and as he cameto the hurdle would 
leap off, jump the hurdle, clinging all the 
timetothe horse’s mane, and then leap on 
his back again. Many of the cadets-did this 
very gracefully, and showed great skill and 
pluck in clinging to their rather wild char- 
gers. Sometimes the horse would refuse to 
jump, and great confusion would follow. The 
ring masters,“ as they were facetiously 
called, stood with whips in hand, so as to re- 
mind the balky horse of the danger of stop- 

ing. | 

The cadets then varied the exercise by jump- 
ing off thetr horses while at full speed, and 
then leaping clear over their backs, and then 
on to their backs again. The exercise was, of 
course. verv Violent, and the young ladies be- 
stowed many expressions of sympathy on the 
poor boys.“ There were some narrow es- 
espes from accidents and many laughable 
scenes. As @ rule, however, the riding was 
excellent, and showed that the cadets were 
thorough masters of horsemanship. Many 
expressions of admiration were heard, and 
there was considerable applause at the excep- 
tionally daring feats.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 14.—Senator Beck 
reported that the conference commitwe on the 
Senate amendments to the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill had been unable to agree, the 
principal point of difference being the increased 
appropiiation for the National Board of Health. 
Further conterence was ordered. 

Senator Lamur, from the Committeeg on 
Railroads, reported favorably on the senate 
bill to aid the Mississippi Valley and Ship 
Island Railroad Compuny in constructing u 
line ot railroad in Mississippi. Placed on the 
culendar. 

Senator Jones, from the same committee, 
reported favorably on the Senate bill to aid in 
the construction of a military,commercial and 
postal railway trom the military headquarters 
ut San Antonio to the Rio Grande at or near 
Laredo, with an amendment in the nature ofa 
substitute, the committee adopting the bill in- 
troduced in the House by Representative Up- 
son. Placed on the calendar. 

Senator Dawes, from the same committee, 
reported tavorably on the Senate bill for the 
relief of the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Gulf 
Builroad Company.

Senator White offered as a substitute for 
Senator Beck’s amendment tbe Carlisle 
Sugar Bil, which he said had yeceived the 
approval of the merchants of Baltimore and 
had been commended by the Board ot Trade. 

Senator Wallace said these amendments 
would lead to much discussion and objected to 
thut in the morning hour. The bill therefore 
werntover. The morning hour expiring, the 
Mexican pension bill was inforuggily laid aside 
to allow senator Windom to speak upon the 
Exodus Committee report. 

The Senate insisted on the amendment to 
the deficiency »ppropriation bill and appoint- 
ed a conference committee.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 14.—At 9:30 Sat- 
urday’s session was resumed, the pending 
question being on seconding the demand tor 
the previous question on the electoral count 
resolution. The Republicans filibustered,and 
after several roll calls the House adjourned, 
and Monday’s session began.

A SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


Two Persons Fatally Injured in the Cinein- 
, nati Music Hall. 


CINCINNATI, O., June 14.—A shocking acci- 
dent occurred at Music Hall this morning, by 
which two visitors to the Millers’ Internation- 
al Exhibition were seriously if not fatally 
injured. It was the explosion of a 
six-inch steam service pipe which 


was put into use to-day for the first time to 
take the place ofthe reguiar eight-inch pipe, 
which was needed for the automatic engines. 
The thimbles connecting the sections of 
pipe were ef cast iron and were two 
weak for the pressure. Pieces of the pipe were 
— — a distance of forty feet. The 
steam filling the building caused a temporary 
panic among the visitors, but without serious 
results. The injured men are Altred Osborne, 
of Pulmyra. Harrison Co., Indiana, and L. 


Becker, from Texas, both millers. Osborne 
was struck in the chest by a 
my ot pipe and in falling cut his 
ead. Becker had a very bad gash 


in the back of his head and the general indi- 
cations of serious,if not fatal, injuries. Steam 
had been let into the pipe to biow tnechime 
whistle as a signal for the beginning of the test, 
and then sbut off an instant. When let on a 
second time, the explosion occurred. Heavier 
fittings will be provided, and the managers

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A BICYCLE TRAGEDY. 


rtune That Overtook a Minis- 
peo ter’s Wife.

bievcle is dangerous, not when it is in 
* — ‘but when it is at rest. It is then that 
it throws its rider and tramples on him with 
a viciousness that the depraved horse would 
be ashamed to exibit. When the novice tries 
to get on his bicycle, he invariadly fails over 
and under it two or three times. If he cain 
once det it started at a fair pace, it will be 
docile until tbe fatal moment comes when he 
must try to dismount. As soon as the speed 
of the bicycle is checked it begins to wabble 
like a dvibg top, and if the inexperienced 
rider can manage to dismount without falling 
off, he is exceptionally lucky. The only 
way to avoid this painful and humiliating 
method of dismounting is to hire aman to 
catch the bievele and noldit. If no man is 
available. the unskillful bicyclist has to 
choose between riding on forever and stop- 
ing the machine and dismounting in that 
miscellaneous manner that is so fatal to limbs 
and clothing. Of course, alter long practice 
the bicyclist is able to mount without falling, 
and todismount eight or nine times out of 
ten without an accident, but the certainty 
that an inexperienced rider must end his ride 
by lying on the ground with his legs almost 
inextricably tapgled with the spokes of the 
driving-wheel deters timid souls from becom- 
ing bicvelists. 

That the sport is an innocent one is gener- 
ally admiited, andthe bicycleis rapidly grow- 
ing in favor with young and athletic clergy- 
men. IIitberto they have been compelled to 
content themselves With croquet. but that 
sport demands on the part of the player a de- 
gree of self-control which renders it difficult 
for a nervous orirritable man to play it with 
credit. There are clergymen who can smile 
and keep theirtempers when told by their 
lending parishioners that they have 
cheated by claiming ‘‘hoops’’ which 
they have never passed; and there are ex- 
ceptional clergymen who can even be struck 
onthe ankle witha mallet by an angry sister 
and meekly turn the other leg to the striker. 
Such men are, however, confessedly rare, and 
it is no wonder that the average young clergy- 
man hails the bicycle as a welcome and safe 
substitute for the croquet mallet. Aud yet in 
one conspicuous instance a worthy clergyman 
has been utterly ruined by a bicvcle, and his 
ase may be useful as u Warning to other and 
as vet more fortunate men. 

What bas long been desired is a motive 
power, other than the human lez, which is 
capable of being applied to the bicycle. 
This great want has, it is claimed, been lately 
supplied by an ingenious Chicago inventor. 
Tie has constructed a bicycle driven by the 
expansive force of a strong steel spring. 
When the machine is to be used the spring is 
wound up. The rider then leaps into his 
piace, and the moment his weight presses 
the saddle the spring is released and the bicy- 
cle starts off at full speed, thus obviating all 
danger of falling. The spring is warranted to 
keep the bicycle in motion for an hour, and by 
pressing a lever placed immediately in front 
of the ssddie the machine can be instantly 
stopped. Rests for the feet, unconnected 
withthe tresdles of the driving-wheel, are 
provided, and the rider can thus journey 
without making the lexst exertion, until at the 
end of an hour he is obliged to dismount and 
wind up the spring. 
be Rev. Mr. Macpherson had been for 
nearly ayearthe Rector of the church in 
Ishkatawhunky, Iowa, and together with his 
young and attractive wife had won the warn 
admiration of all bat the unmarried ladies of 
his parish, when he became interested in 
bicycles. Being voung and athletic, he soon 
became an excelient rider, and every. after- 
noon after 4o’clock he was accustomel to 
mount bis bievelein the back yard, to ride 
Swiftiy down the carriage path to the street, 
and thence through the village. As 
his house was an isolated one, and no curi- 
ous neighbors were near, Mrs. Macpherson 
undertook to learn to ride, and in a show 
time was able to mount with ease and to ride 
the length cfthe vard, where her husband 
would meet herand held the machine while 
she dismounted. She greativ enjoved the 
sport, and it may possibly have been in order 
toremove from her the temptation to ven- 
ture to ride outside of the vard that her 
husband avoided teaching her to dismount 
without his help. A fortnight ago Mr. Mac- 
pherson bought one of the new Chicago 
spring motor velocipedes, without informing 
his wife of the nature of his purcease. It 
was delivered at his house while he was ab- 
sent at the Diocesan Convention, and his wife 
was tilled with admiration of its beauty. She 
was entirely ignorant that it was in any re- 
spect different from other machines, and late 
in the afternoon she determined to try it. Her 
husband not being at handto help her dis- 
mount, she called the cook, and gave her full 
instructions asto howto catch the macbine 
and hold it. Then taking the bicycle to the 
extreme rear ofthe vard, Mrs. Macpherson 
sprang into the saddle and was olf at a speed 
of fifteen miles an hour. 

It need hardly be said that she was terribly 
frichtened. Scarcely less frightened was the 
cook as she saw her mistress sweeping down 
upon her at so terrific aspeed. Instead of 
trying to stop the machine, she screamed 
wildly and ran out of its path. The vate was 
open, and Mrs. Macpherson whiried into the 
street. She would have given worlds to stop 
the runaway bicycle, but she did not know 
the secret of the lever, and she did not dare 
ro risk her life by jumping off. 
In 1 few minutes she found 
herself entering the long principal street of 
Ishkatawhunky, and saw that the inhabitants 
were tlocking to the sidewalk to watch her. 
She was crimson with horror as she reflected 
that the machine was strictly designed for 
riders with trousers, and for a moment she 
almost made up her mind to throw herself to 
the ground regardless of consequences. For- 
tunately, she reflected that the results of a 
Tall would be even more startling and exten- 
sive than those entailed by keeping her seat, 
and, 80 trying to comfort ber- 
self with the reflection that they 
were real Balbriggan, and unusually tasteful!

BOGUS DIPLOMAS. 


An Embargo on the Manufacture of 
Quack Doctors. 
From the Philadelphia News.! 


The notorious “ Dr.“ John Buchanan, Dean 
of the American University of Philadelphia, 
the Eclectic Medical College and the Living- 
stone College, and the proprietor of the whole 
three, has at last come within the grasp of the 
law in such a manner that it is highly proba- 
ble he may spend the next five or ten years of 
bis life in retirement behind the prison pars. 
For some time past the Post-oflice authorities 
have been making inquiries as to his manner 
of doing business, and the investigation has 
resulted entirely to the disadvantage of the 
„Dr.“ and his colleges. It will be remem- 
bered that the News, a few month ago, direct- 
ly connected Dr. Buchavan with a still more 
dangerous practice than that of selling diplo- 
mas, and sinee that time the public authorities 
have strained every nerve to get him into the 
clutches of the law and put an end for good 
to his criminal career. There is every reason 
to hope that that object has at last been ac- 
complished. 

HOW THE ARREST WAS EFFECTED. 

The police authorities received the co-op- 
eration of that active and energetic official, 
Special Agent Barrett, of the Post-oftice De- 
partment, and it was determined to use de- 
coy letters to entrap him. As soon as he had 
taken the bait and sent the diplomas to “Tip- 
pecanoe City, Indiana,’’ all was prepared for 
the arrest. It was known, however, that the 
college building on Pine street was artfully 
fittea up with secret apartments and cunning- 
ly-devised staircases, by means of which es- 
cape might be facilitated when the time came, 
and that a strict watch was kept for any- 
thing in the shape of a policeman that 
might approach the portals of the ‘‘col- 
lege.“ Jhe warrant for Buchanan's ar- 
rest, on a charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud, having been procured by Special 
Agent Barrett, 1t was determined to lose no 
time in completing the work,and according- 
ly yesterday evening the agent, accompanied 
by Deputy United States Marshal Reuter, 
Chief of Police Given and some of the re- 
serves, began deploying about the Pine street 
building. Artifice was necessary to gain an 
entrance, and accordingly it was arranged 
that the regular mail carrier when he called 
should block the entrance long enough to 
give the officers a chance to enter. Every- 
thing worked like a charm; the mail carrier 
crowded inside with a registered letter for 
Dr.“ Buchanan, the party followed alter, 
and in a moment more tne bogus 

DIPLOMA MILL WAS FOUND. 

“What—What—what do you want here— 
with me!“ stammerud the astonished ‘‘doc- 
tor, “ as he stood confronting the group of 
stern faces.

He was then, on the 
admission of one of the party who was pres- 
ent with him, that he had received the decoy 
letters, formally arrested. 

To say that Buchanan was aston{shed at the 
successful ruse which had been practiced 
would be stating it mildly, butto the credit 
of his iron nerves it must be added that he 
stood the test like a stoic, and even intimated 
that the party would find out that they had to 
deal with the wrong man. 

The search of the premises revealed hun- 
dreds of letters, medical books, circulars, 
honorary degree certiflicates and

and sent as required. The diplomas included 
these of the American University, the Eelee- 
tic Medical College, the Vh la lelepbia U niver- 
sity, etc., with blanks for the signers of doc- 
tor of medicine, doctor of laws, doctor of di- 
vinity, bachelor of arts and others.

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TAKING THE CENSUS. 


The Enumerators Have Nearly Completed 
Their Work in St. Louis. 
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by July ist. The collection of the statistics in ——= 
St. Louis is under the charge of Mr. C. E. ==>: 
Solomon, formerly County Engineer. His 
ofiicial title is Census Supervison, and he is 
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entrusted with the duty of taking the census in 
thejFirst District of Missouri, which embraces 
the city of St. Louis, St. Louis county, St. 
Charles county and Jefferson county. The head 


o meer of the census department is the Super- 
intendent, who is stationed at Washington. 
The Superintendent divides the various States 
and Territories into districts, over each o! 
which aresident supervisoris given author- 
ity. Heengages the census enumeraters, who 
du the actual work of gathering the etatistics 
from house to house or tarm to farm. These 
enumerators work ten hours a day, and 
their pay must not exceed $4 per diem. 
‘he work of taking the census commenced on 
June 1. The Supervisor of the district ot Mis- 
souri embracing St. Louis is, as men- 
tioned above, Mr. Salomon. Por the city the 
Supervisor has employed 168 enumerators,and 
tor the three counties under his charge torty, 
u total of 208. Mr. Salomon divided the city 
up into small districts with an average esti- 
mated population of 2,50u, and one enumera- 
tor was assigned to each such district. These 
districts are composed of three, four, or five 
@s the case may be, 

) WARD-PRECINCTS, 

so that not only the total population of the 
city will be ascertained, but also tue popula- 
tion by wards. The work in St. Louis is now 
nearly completed, and in three or four das 
the enumerators will no longer go their 
rounds. In the counties the work will last 
much longer—probably until the last day of the 
month. Little difficulty has been experienced 


by the enumerators in collecting the 
returns, In some cases, however, 
persons have objected to fil up 
the numerous bianks. ‘The enumerator then 


usually procures a policeman, whojaccompan- 
Jes bim tothe residence of the recalcitant in- 
dividua) and intorms him that he is bound by 
the law tocomply with the enumerators ro- 
quest. Should that prove insufficient, the Su- 
pervisor can bring the person into court and 
have him punished under the 14th section ot 
the act approved March 3, 1879, which reads 
“us follows: 

That ench and every person more than twen- 
ty ycars ol age belonging to any family resid- 
ing in anyenumeration district, and in case of 
the absence of the heads and other members of 
any such family, then any agent of such family 
Sbull be, and each of them hereby is required 
uU thereto requested by the superintendent, 
supervisor or enumerator, to render a true 
account to the best of his or her 
knowledge of every person belonging to such 
fawily in tbe various particulars required by 
law: and whoever shall willfully fail or refuse 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shalhtorfeit and pay asuim 
nos exceeding 5100. 

No one, however, in St. Louis has persisted 
in 1cfusing compliance with the law, and

yet used has been the presence of a police- 
man. Some of the blanks that are required to 
be filled up are, it seems, rather obnoxious to 
many. ‘Tite one requiring the age of every fe- 
male is one thut is attempted to be dodged in 
every conceivable way. The relationship of 
euch person to the head of the family 
is ulso one that there are objections to. 
In the lowest districts of the city 
where the rough element prevails the enumer. 
ators have been chosen with care and are 
generally ex-policemen or wateumen, men 
well acquainted with the localities and whom 
it would be hard to deceive. Strange as it may 
seem, there are probably more trivilous objec- 
tions made to filling upthe blanks by people 
of the better classes than by the lowest and 
most ignorant. 


This census will certainly be the 
most correct and accurate ever 
taken. The experiences ot the former 


ones has been utilized and tue modus operandi 
is surrouncied with such sateguards and pre- 


cautions that fraud or deception is almost. 


rendered impossible. For instance, the Su- 
pervisor 1s made guilty of misdemeanor pun- 
ished by two years’ imprisonment for any 
dereliction of duty orfor making any false or 
fictitious returns. Aguin the jokes that have 
been cracked concerning the augmentation of 
the population of Chicago or Cincinnati on ac- 
count of the presence of the thousands of 
visitors to the conventionamount to nothing. 

In the first place, no transient visitors are to 
be giveninthe returns. Then, again,a couple 
ot months before the Ist of June the Supervisor 
of each district sends to Washington the vari- 
ous sub-districts he has divided the territory 
allotted him into, and with it an accurate esti- 
mate ot its population, so that any great difler- 
ence between the estimated and actual return 
would at once cuuse attention, and 
the returns would be sent back from 
Washington for another revisal. The 
various enumerators of the sub-district make 
at the close of their day’s work three copies of 
the returns gathered on that day. One is 
mailed to the office of the Superintendent at 
Washington, another is mailed to the oflice of 
the locai Supervisor, ana the third he retains. 
When the returns are completed each enumer- 
ator makes an alphabetical list of the names of 
the persons he has obtained in a book pre- 
pared for that purpose, which is placed 
for two days in the County Court 
for public inspection, atter which it is filed 
with the County Clerk. In St. Louis it will 
probably bediled with the City Register. No 
estimate of the actual population of St. Louis 
or of the other statistical matters collected 
can be gleaned,as the Supervisor is forbidden, 
under a heavy penalty, from disclosing any of 
the information he has collected. Everything 
must be forwarded to Washington, where the 
census will be finally compiled and published.

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THE WOMAN-KILLER. 


Thaddeus Baber, the Murderer of His 
Mistress and her Mother, 


On Trial for His Life Before the Crim- 
inel Court. 


The trial ot Thaddeus Baber for murder was 
begun inthe Criminal Court this morning. 


Bul er is a stumpy little fellow with 
rorny hands, a low forehead, 
wide temples, teeth like Dickens’ 


Carker, shining black hair, close-cropped,and 


a moustache of the same color. His bandy 
legs are not commensurate with his tremend - 
ons = nor the length of hisarms with his 
height. 

Six years ago, when he was about twenty- 
four ears old, he met Lizzie 
Schuendler, then a girl of fif- 
teen years,who already had begun the down- 
ward course of life and, though unmarried, 
bad a boy baby. Baber took a fancy to her, 
andthe couple lived together for a year or 
two out near the Fair Grounds. 

During this time Baber worked at his tirade 
of plumbing as ajourneyman and earned fair 
wages. In March, 1879, he set up a shop ot his 
own at the corner of Sixth and Poplar streets, 


HE AND HIS MISTRESS 
and the boy lived in rooms near by. At 8218. 
Fourth street, not tar away from the shop, 
lived his mistress’ mother, Mrs. Schuend- 
ler, who had great influence 
over Lizzie, and would a induce 
her daughterto visit her and remain over 
night. Baber forbade these visits, but Mrs. 
Schuendler’sinfluence was stronger than his 
and he was not obeyed. He andMrs.Schuendler 
frequently quarreled about Lizzie. At last the 
old woman had Lizzie take up her abode 
at a house of ill repute. Baber 
endured his loss for a week, then armed 
himself with a revolver, and, onthe evening 
of Thursdav, August 14, 1879, sought for Mrs. 
Schuendler, found her reading a German 
periodica), and without warning shot her 
through the head, 
KILLING HER INSTANTLY. 

A door at the and of tne room was opened, and 


Lizzie, attired in a nigut- dress, ap- 
peared on the scene. Again the 
weapon was raised, and another victim 


was added. Then Babcr fied, but he was soon 
captured and ever since be has been in jail 
awaiting trial. 

At 10 o’clock this morning 150 persons 
who had been summoned to act as jurors in 
the first case against Baber—that for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Schendler—appeared before the 
Criminal Court. Many of them were excused 
from attendance. While 

, THE JURY 

were being selected from the remainder an 
error was discovered in the indictment, the 
name ot the woman alleged to have been mur. 
dered being spelled Schemler, and not Schuend- 
ler, as it should be. Col. Normile, the Circuit 
Attorney, thonght he had better take no 
risk, so he had the grand jury, which was 
then in session, return a corrected indict- 
ment, in which thefulland true name ot the 
murdered woman was given—Frederika 
Schuendler. Prior to the return of this indict- 

ent the selecting of the jury was of course 
stopped, To-morrow it will be continued and 
evidence in the case will probably be adduced.

Baber savs he met with an accitent when he 
was a boy and had to be tre- 
phined, and ever since has done 
things tor which he is not responsible. He 
shows the place on his head where he says the 


tuuephining was done, but the skin 
an hair have apparently grown 
over the silver plate, for it cans 


not de detected either by the eye 
or by the touch. Doctors concur in the opinion 
that, if be had suffered trephining in the place 
he indicates, he could not possibly have sur- 
vivea the process, and, corsequently, a great 
deal of interest is taken in the case by physi 

cians and students of criminal jurisprudence.
